Duckett suggested 
that he handle the reply with a telephone call indicating the matter is 
outside the Agency's domain. The Director agreed. 


The Director noted that the Presidential advance party of Moyers 
and Crockett departed last night. He asked the ADD/P to make sure 
that all pertinent station chiefs are alerted to be in place for the Presi 
dential trip. 


The Director said that he is puzzled about how Congressional brief- 
ings could best be organized. He felt that, while yesterday's presenta- 
tion was excellent, such briefings could still be improved by summaries 
and conclusions which emphasize and repeat the thrust of the over-all 
presentation.
